The nest should be In some quiet, 
oul-of-the-way place, where the sit- 
ting hen will not be disturbed. Move 
her from the regtdur laying nest at 
night and handle her carefully in do- 
ing so. Put ti china egg or two in the 
nest where she is to sit aud place a 
board ovrr the opening so that she 
cannot get off. 

Toward Ihe evening of the second 
day tpjietly go In where she Is sitting, 
leave smile reed and water, remove 
the board from the front or top of the 
nest, and let the hen come off when 
she Is rendy. Should she return to 
the feeai nfter feeding remove the 
eli inn egg or egg* und put under thuse 
that nre to be Incubated.

More difference of opinion exists as 
to the Tslue of brooding system* than 
in liny other pnrt of ponltry rearing, 
which shows that no system Is ident 
for nil conditions, but that success de- 
pends largely on Individual handling 
and care. Many failures In brooding 
are due to wenk chicks which may bo 
trnced to fnulty Inenhntlon or wenk- 
ness In breeding stock. Successful 
chick raising depends primarily upon 
having henlthy, vigorous breedlni: 
stock. 

Some of the most Important limits 
In the management of brooders nre 
overcrowding nnd Inek of ventilation, 
While the chicks full to get sufficient 
exercise. The brooder should supply 
the proper tempera turo. he readily 
adapted to change In weather condi- 
tions, bo easy to clenn nnd well ven- 
tllntcd. The capacity should not he 
overestimated. One-half to two-thirds 
of (be number of chickens commonly 
advised will do much better than n 
larger number. Brooders mid hovers 
shonld huve from eta b e ll to iwo 
Inches of sand, dry dirt, C01 (lover 
or chaff spread over the floor, atW In 
8MH they nre kept in the brooder 
house, over the floor of this a! BO, The. 
hovers should be denned frcmit nlly, 
as cleanliness Is essential In raising 
chickens successfully. 

The best letnperntnro nt which to 
keep a brooder or hover depends upon 
Ihe position of the thermoine' er, the 
style of the hover, the age of the chick- 
ens, nnd Ihe weather conditions. Aim 
to keep the chickens comfortable. Ar 
the operator learns by the action of 
the chickens the nmount of heel they 
require, he can discard the theimome- 
ter If he desires. Whoa too cohl they 
will crowd together ami try lo get 
nearer the heat. If It Is totiml In Ike 
morning that the droppings nre well 
scattered over the hover It Is mi In- 
dication that the chickens have hnd 
enough heat If the chickens are com- 
fortable at night they will be spread 
out under the hover with the heads of 
some protruding from under the hover 
cloth. Too much heat will cause them 
to pant and sit around with their 
mouths open. 

It is Impossible to stute for each 
case at what temperature the brooders 
should be kept to raise young chick- 
ens; however.

Brood* of chickens seem to require 
more heat than others, an asrefeae be- 
ing H lo 95 degrees for the first week 
or ten dirys, when the teiniiernturi > is 
gradually reduced to 80 degrees for the 
follow Ing ten days, Bud then lowered 
to 70 or To. degrees lor aa long as the 
chickens need heat. This depends 
somewhat on the season of the year 
and the number of the chickens, uie |t 
eun he readily seen thul the heal .gtje< 
efuted by N chickens would raise Hie 
temperature under the hover to a 
higher degree than (he heal aJVM off 
by u lesser number, consequently the 
amount of heat furnished by the lump 
or stove Will have to be regulated ue- 
cnrdlngly. As the chickens grow 
larger and need less bent the lamps 
may be used only tit night, und later 
only on cold nights. The heal is usually 
cut off at the end of four or five weeks 
In March or April in the vicinity of 
Washington, I). 0U while winter chick- 
ens huve heat for eight or ten weeks, 
or until they tire well feathered. Cure 
sin, ill, I be taken to prevent ehllllBfl or 
overheating the chickens, which weak- 
ens them und may re*sult In bowel 
trouble. 

When chickens are first put Into tho 
brooder they should be confined un- 
der or around the hover by placing a 
board or wire frame u few Inches out 
side (this would not apply to the small 
outdoor colony brooders).
